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More Rooms To Relieve 
Crowding at Point Schools 


New rooms for principals, teach- 
ers and nurses will be constructed 
at Ridge Point Schools and at Can- 
dlestick Coye School in the next 
month or so. 


Plans for these additions are in 
the hands of the State division of 
architecture, and construction will 
begin soon after they are returned 
to the Board of Education. 

Ridge Point schools will éach 
have’ three additional rooms, to 
house the principal’s office, teach- 
ers’ quarters and space for visit- 
ing nurses and doctors, total cost 
to run around $31,000. 


At Candlestick Cove $10,600 has 
yeen set aside for one large room 
to be divided as needed by the prin- 
cipal, teachers and nurses. 


Also coming up for consideration 
is the proposed addition to the 
Ridge Point schools which would 
consist of three classrooms each 
for schools 1 and 2, and four class- 
rooms for school 3. 

Registration at these schools has 
been so large that various tempor- 
ary means have been adopted to 
take care of all the children. 

Two of the apartments near 
school 1 are being used for class- 
‘ooms to house the smaller oppor- 


i 


ment of 15 children to each room. 

In order to avoid sending the 
overflow from schools at Ridge 
Point by bus to some distant school, 
all of the third graders of school 
3 are attending Burnett School and 
arrangements have been made to 
send all of the low third graders 
and incoming low first graders of 
schools 1 and 3 to Burnett. 

In addition, as soon as the Ad- 
ministration offices for the Ridge 
move to their new quarters, the 
Child Care building now occupied 
by them will be converted into 
more class rooms for the younger 
children, 

Because some of the children 
have to walk a little farther to 
school, traffic boys have been sta- 
tioned on the streets all along the 
way from the Ridge to Burnett to 
look out for the safety of the little 
ones, and as an added safety meas- 
ure drivers are cautioned to watch 
the streets carefully.for children on 
their way to and from school, and 
to avoid speeding at all times.

For Maladjusted Children 


Outstanding in its srvice to Hunt- 
er’s Pointers is the Psychiatric cli- 
nic at Ridge Point where unhap- 
py or maladjusted children are ex- 
amined and corrective measures 
recommended. ; 

Young children are referred to 
this clinic from Well Baby Centers 
and older ones by school nurses. 
Here careful and complete: examin- 
ations reveal the cause of the trou- 
ble, which often proves to be a 
great surprise to the mothers. 

Because of the extended nature 


of the examination only two child- 
ren are taken each week, but the 
results have been gratifying. 

Mothers have been most cooper- 
ative and faithful in following cer- 
rective measures recommended by 
the doctors, and although consider- 
able time is usually required to ef- 
fect complete adjustment on. the 
part of the child, the results of 
changed methods of child training 
in the home are already clearly seen 
in many cases.

Share, suffered hand and leg cuts, 
while young Resseguie’s back was 
injured. ‘Both were taken to the 
Mission Emergency hospital. — 


The driver lost control of. the 
car in driving down De Haro street, 
which ends at Twenty-sixth, and 
was unable to make the turn. 
Shooting straight ahead, the car 
crashed through the heavy guard 
rail, down the embankment into 
the side of the house. 


The Housing Authority immedi- 
ately moved the family, Mr. and 
Mrs. Ivan Resseguie, to 2328 Army 
Street. 

The other freak accident occur- 
red at Alemany Trailer Court. This 
involved a wild night ride, judging 
by results, though the manage- 
ment has been unable to find any 
witnesses. 

This car crashed through a fence 
15 feet from Alemany boulevard, 
ran down a three-foot embank- 
ment, smashed a pile of steel win- 
dow screens, knocked over anoth- 
er pile of hot water cans, uprooted 
a tree and ended up in the ladies’ 
room of the community building at 
22 Tulagi Road. |

If this keeps up, ana we ‘hope it 
does, it may require an increase in 
the facilities for examination and 
treatment of Hunter’s Point babies.

Boys Start Own 
Football Team 


Unknown to most of us through- 
out the project, the boys from Can- 
dlestick Cove have a _ football 
team. “They have kept this pretty 
much of a secret, for what reasons 
we don’t know. 


This team was organized in the 
early spring of 1944. The only 
thing this team had was the spirit 
to play. They had no experience, 
no practice, and the squad was in 
poor physical condition. But they 
soon remedied this with stiff work- 
outs every night. They figured out 
plays and practiced them until 
they had them down to perfection. 

Their victories were largely due 
to the combination of WITSOE 
and KELLY in the backfield, who 
seemed never to miss in pass plays. 
JAMES AGAPOFF, with his brok- 
en field running, was inspiration to 
the team and made them play as 
they never played before.* JACK 
WALSH, the fastest:lineman in the 
club, provided the interference for 
the backfield, which was made up 
of GRANEL, KELLY, and CHAD- 
WICK,-and without his blocking 
many a game would have been lost. 

JACK, PARKER, our ‘movie op- 
erator, refereed at all the games. 

GRANT BUTCHER, our Golden 
Gloves champ, played on this team 
‘and the way he hit in a plunge was 
fierce.
